Hello! Safe driving in lovely Louisiana can be a pleasure. This 
book will help you be a better, safer driver. All of us can be bet- 
ter drivers than we are. The ideas in this book can show us how 
to obey the law and make Louisiana highways safer for everyone. 


A License to Drive is a Privilege 
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YOUR LICENSE TO DRIVE 


Your license gives you the privilege of driving in Louisiana 
as long as you are careful, considerate, and obey the traffic 
laws. You must have a valid Louisiana operators license to legally 
drive on public streets and highways. There are only three ex- 
ceptions to this rule: 

1. Members of the armed forces driving government vehicles 

while on duty. 

2. Operators of farm implements, farm tractors, or road ma- 
chinery, temporarily operated or moved on a highway. 

8. Non-residents who have a valid license issued by another 
state or country. Non-residents may use an out-of-state li- 
cense in Louisiana for no more than 90 days. 

You may get your operator’s license from an examining office 
near your home. In most areas the Driver’s License Office is in 
the parish seat. Some parishes have more than one office. Check 
the white pages of your local telephone directory for the location of 
the office nearest you. Look under “Louisiana, State of” for 
“Driver’s License Information”. 


CLASSES OF LICENSES 


There are four classes of Louisiana operator’s licenses. The 
class of operators license you need depends on what kind of 
vehicle you plan to drive and whether or not you are required to 
drive a vehicle in the course of your employers business. All 
classes of licenses allow you to drive passenger cars for per- 
sonal use. Three (3) factors determine the type license you need: 
(1) usage (2) axle count (3) passenger load. 

Class A: If you have a Class A license you may drive passen- 

ger cars and trucks with two axles, for personal use 
only. You may pull a trailer if its gross weight is 5000 
pounds or less, for personal use only. ; 

Class B: A Class B license allows you to drive passenger cars 

and 2-axle trucks for hire. You may also drive a 2- 
axle bus if it is designed to hold no more than 14 
passengers. 

Class C: A person who has a Class C license may drive any 

2-axle vehicle, any 3-axle straight truck, or any bus. 

Class D: A Class D license is required for anyone who drives 

combination vehicles with three or more axles, to 
include but not to be limited to semi-trailers, truck- 
trailers, and tractor-trailers. A Class D license is also 
needed to drive a vehicle pulling a trailer of more 
than 5000 pounds gross weight. 


ALL INDIVIDUALS DRIVING VEHICLES IN THE 
COURSE OF THEIR EMPLOYER'S BUSINESS SHALL BE 


REQUIRED TO HAVE A CHAUFFEUR TYPE LICENSE, 
CLASS “B”, “C”, OR “D”, AS APPLICABLE. 


A restricted learner’s license may be issued to anyone 15 
years of age or older who takes and passes the written and vision 
tests but not the driving test. The learner’s license restricts you 
to driving when there is only one other person in the car with you, 
and this person must be a licensed driver seated in the front seat 
of the same vehicle. After you have received the picture license 
in the mail, the learner’s license can be converted to a regular 
license by passing the driving test. Bring your photo license and, 
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if a minor, one of your parents to sign for you when you come to 
have the restriction removed. 

No class of license permits the operation of motorcycles, motor- 
bikes or motorscooters without having a special motorcycle en- 
dorsement as an accessory to the basic license. Ask the Driver’s 
License examiner for a motorcycle handbook to study. 


AGE LIMITATIONS 


A Class “A” license may be issued to any applicant 15 years 

of age or older who has passed the prescribed tests. Unmarried 

- persons under 18 years of age must have both parents to sign 

the application when applying for a first-time license. Bring 

proof of date of birth. If parents are divorced or not living, the 

signature of the person or persons having legal custody of the 

minor is required. Bring legal custody papers. Licensed drivers 

who are 15 or 16 years of age may not legally drive between 11 

p.m. and 5 a.m. A person must be 18 years of age or older to 
apply for a Class B, C or D license. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS 


Anyone 60 years of age or older who is applying for a Lou- 
isiana license for the first time must submit a report from a 
physician or optometrist about his vision and a report from a 
physician about his physical condition. Out-of-State drivers 60 
years of age or older, whether once licensed in Louisiana or not, 
are required to submit the same report. Physically disabled per- 
sons must also bring a report from a physician when applying 
for the first time. Anyone requiring a physical examination can 
pick up a medical form (DLD-87) from any Driver’s License 
examining office. 


GRACE PERIODS 


_ New residents of Louisiana have 90 days to apply for a Lou- 
isiana operator’s license. Residents of Louisiana who have been 
on active duty with the armed forces have 60 days after their 
discharge to apply for a license renewal if their license was valid 
when they entered the services. A copy of their discharge (form 
DD-214) must be carried to validate the expired license. 


REQUIREMENTS 


You must meet the following requirements to apply for a Lou- 

isiana license: 

Be a legal resident of Louisiana. 

Have a valid Louisiana residence address. 

Turn in all out-of-state licenses. 

Provide proof of full correct name and date of birth. 

In addition, if you have completed Drivers Education in school, 
then bring your certificate of completion so credit can be 
given for passing the course. 

Also, if you have a social security card, bring it too. 


DRIVER EXAMINATION 


A driver examination is required of everyone who applies for 
his first Louisiana license. All drivers in Louisiana are periodi- 
cally re-tested, once every 4 years, and must pass the vision and 
written tests. The vision test is required at every renewal. The 
complete examination consists of three parts: 

The Vision Test tells whether your distance vision is good 

enough for you to drive safely. 
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The Written Test consists of 20 questions taken from similar 
situations shown in this book. ‘ 

The Driving Test is given in the vehicle you furnish. The ve- 
hicle must be properly registered, must have a valid inspec- 
tion sticker, and must pass a required vehicle inspection by 
the examiner. You will be asked to do things required in 
ordinary driving. ; 1 

If you fail any one of these three tests, the examiner will ex- 

plain your mistakes and tell you when you may return for another 


examination.

KEEP YOUR LICENSE UP-TO-DATE 


Your operator’s license may be renewed anytime within 90 days 
before the expiration date. If your license is expired, a delinquent 
fee will be charged. If it is expired less than six months a $1.00 
fee will be charged. If it has expired for six months or over a 
$2.00 fee will be charged. If your license is expired for 90 days 
or more you will have to take the vision and ‘written tests. If 
the license is over two years expired you will have to take the 
driving test, too. 

If your operator’s license is lost or destroyed you may apply 
for a duplicate license. You will be charged the fee of a duplicate 
license and be re-photographed, and the duplicate license will 
then expire on the same date as the original license. 

If you change your name, bring a marriage license or court 
order to any Driver’s License Office within 30 days, and apply 
for a duplicate license. If you change your address, go to any 
Driver’s License Office within 10 days and report your new 
address. Do not change or alter your license in any way. Only a 
representative of the Driver’s License Division may correct or 
alter a license. 


YOU CAN LOSE THE PRIVILEGE OF DRIVING 


Under Louisiana law your license will be revoked or suspended 
if you are found guilty of: 
Killing anyone while driving. 
Driving while under the influence of intoxicating beverages 
or narcotic drugs. 
Hit and run driving. 
Letting someone else use your license, or making a false 
statement on your application. 
Any violation of the motor vehicle laws for which you could 
be sent to prison.

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6. Failure to comply with the provisions under the Safety Re- 

sponsibility Law after an accident. 

Your operator’s license may also be cancelled, suspended or re- 
voked if the Department has evidence to prove that the driver: 
Has caused a serious accident while driving. 

Has become incompetent to drive. 

Is a habitual violator of traffic laws. 

Is habitually reckless, careless or negligent in driving. 

Has committed a serious violation of the motor vehicle laws. 

Has committed an offense in another state which, if com- 

mitted in this state, would be grounds for suspension or 

revocation. 

7. Is afflicted with such mental or physical infirmities or 
disabilities as would constitute grounds for refusal of a 
license. 

8. Has driven in violation of a restriction on his license. 


ACCIDENTS 


If you are involved in an accident: 

Stop at once. 

Help the injured. 

Call the police or sheriff. 

Give the other driver your name, address, operator’s license num- 

ber and license plate number. 

Get the same information from him. 

If the accident involves a parked car, leave your name and 

address on the car and contact the police. 

If an accident causes death or injury to any one person, or 
more than $200.00 damage to any one person’s property, a Finan- 
cial Responsibility Accident Report (Form SR-10) must be sent 
to the Louisiana State Department of Public Safety within 10 
days. Both drivers in a 2-car accident must file a report, regard- 
less of who is to blame. If the driver of a vehicle is not the owner, 
and the driver is unable to file the report, the owner must file 
the report. Forms for these reports are available in sheriffs’ of- 
fices, State Police Troop Headquarters, and at the Department 
of Public Safety Headquarters. 


HOW TO USE THIS BOOK 


The rest of this book is made up of statements and pictures 
about traffic rules or safe driving concepts and 56 questions 
based on them. Each idea is stated, and then there is a question 
about the idea, Twenty written questions, similar to these in this 
Guide, will be on your test. If you can answer these questions you 
can pass the written test. Different letters may go with the right 
answers on the test, but the questions and answers will be from 
this book. The statements are mainly about cars but the idea and 
laws apply to any motor vehicle. 

The best way to use this book is to test yourself. Take a sheet 
of paper and number it from 1 through 56. Then read the state- 
ment and the question that goes with each idea. Write the letter 
that goes with the right answer by the question number. When 
you have answered all the questions, turn to the front of the 
book and grade yourself. If you missed a question, re-read the 
situation above the question and see why you missed it. When 
you can answer all the questions without reading the situations, 
you are ready to take the written test.

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CHAUFFEUR RULES AND REGULATIONS 
FOR TRUCKS AND BUSES 


WIDTH: 

No vehicle shall exceed a total outside width of 8 feet. 
HEIGHT: 

No vehicle including load shall exceed a height of 13% feet. 
LENGTH: 


No truck shall exceed the length of 35 feet. 

No bus shall exceed a length of 40 feet. 

No combination truck-tractor and semi-trailer shall exceed the 
length of 60 feet. 

No other combination of vehicles shall consist of more than 
three (3) units and shall not exceed a length of 65 feet. 

The drawbar or other connection between vehicles, one towing 
the other, shall not exceed 15 feet in length from one vehicle 
to the other. 

No vehicle shall carry any load exceeding 4 feet beyond the 
front of said vehicle nor more than 8 feet beyond the rear. 
When the load of any object extends beyond the rear of the 
bed or body, there shall be displayed on such extended part 
a red flag not less than 12 inches square. Between 14% hour 
after sunset and 4% hour before sunrise there shall be dis- 
played on such extended part a red light visible under normal 
conditions at a distance of 500 feet. 


WEIGHT: 

Maximum of 16,000 pounds per axle when wheels are equipped 
with high pressure, solid rubber or cushion tires. Maximum of 
18,000 pounds per axle when wheels are equipped with low pres- 
sure tires. 


SPEED: 

The maximum speed for freight carrying vehicles on any multi- 
lane highway that is part of the interstate system is 60 m.p.h., 
50 m.p.h. on all other highways. 

The maximum speed for a school bus engaged in picking up 
and discharging passengers is 35 m.p.h., 55 m.p.h. when not 
picking up and discharging passengers. 

The maximum speed for towing vehicles is 45 m.p.h. 


MISCELLANEOUS: 

When it becomes necessary to park a truck on the highway, one 
flare shall be placed beside the vehicle, one in front and 
another to the rear of such vehicle at a distance of approxi- 
mately 100 feet. 

When it becomes necessary to haul a load that exceeds the 
maximum weight limit set by State Law, the operator will 
apply to the Division of State Police, Troop Headquarters, 
for a special overload permit. This can be done only when 
such load cannot be reasonably dismantled or reduced in 
weight. 

The driver of a motor truck when traveling upon a highway 
outside of a business or residential district shall not follow 
another truck within four hundred (400) feet, but this shall 
not be construed to prevent one motor truck from overtaking 
and passing another. 
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
